An 18th Century Fabulis 


The Fable of the Bees, by Bernard de 
Mandeville, edited by F, B. ys. Two 
volumes. New York: Sey University 
Press. American branch. $ 7.50. 
VEN the well-informed present- 
day reader may be excused if 
~ jhe can muster little more than 
a general impression of the work and 
permanent position of Bernard de 
Mandeville. Perhaps he will recall 
hardly more than the fact that Brown- 
ing considered the author of “The 
Fable of the a cealiiew te, ir an me? 
terpretative ex on in the nov 
series of “Parleyings With Certain 

People,” who, the poet is careful to 

i ain in the rest of his title, were 
“of Importance in Their Day.” . 

“The answer to the natural question 
as to Mandeville’s importance in this 
later day is offered in this present 
elaborate edition. Apparently one of 
the great presses of the world {s will- 
ing to sanction a reprint of this 
eighteenth. century treatise, and a 
scholar has been led to spend years 
of labor in critical and textual anno- 
tation. 

How can all this effort be justified? 
Mandeville was not one of the major 
figures of the century of the Golden 
Age of British philosophy which ex- 
tends from Locke to Hume. But dur- 
ing that period he sprang into prom- 
inence, evoking Violent condemnation. 
and extravagant praise by his orig- 
inal, detailed, and often penetrating 
exposition of his famous paradox 
that “private vices are public bene- 
fits.”” Unfortunately, his memory lives 
largely in this apparently cynical 
view of human nature in its relation 
with society, but Mandeville meant 
by “vices” merely the necessary self- 
preservative and generally seif-re- 
garding motives of men, whatever 
direction they might take in their 
expression; and shrewd journalist 
eanite he was, he caught attention by 

his formula into the very 
aap of his “Fable.” 

Yet he was far more than journal- 
ist of the pesos moment; his work, 
named. after the doggerel couplets 
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knowledge and education,” is 
satire not to be taken literally. 

At the same time, beneath his 
ironical wit, lies the foundation of a 
searching examination (in the words 
of. the heading of one section) into | 
“the nature of: Society.” This is an 
anticipation of the utilitarian and 
positivistic thought of the nineteenth 
century, being in his own generation 
a reaction against the shallow, sen- 
timental optimism of Shaftesbury 
and a reflection of the French -at- 
tacks upon orthodox strongholds of 
belief. His most striking contribu- 
tion was probably his account of the 
Origins and evolution of social insti- 
tutions, a notable and, in fact, unique 
foreshadowing of current sociology | 
and anthropology 

As to Mandeville’ s influence, the 
present editor has made a useful 
collection of some bundreds of refer- 
ences to his writings during the past 
two centuries. Here is disclosed a 
long succession of the most widely 
varying views of this curious charac- 
ter and his complex, wayward the- 


orizings. Dr. Johnson, we read in the Nine hum thereon, were, at least in 


words of Mrs. Thrale, “took care al- 
ways loudly to cOndemn the ‘Fable | 
of the Bees,’ but not without adding, 
‘that it was the work of a thinking 
man.’” Macaulay, with his all too 
frequent extravagance, . maintained 
that, “If Shakespeare had written a 
book on the motives of human ac- 
tions, it is... extremely improbable 
‘that it would have contained half so 
much able reasoning on the subject | 
as is to be found in the ‘Pable of the 
Bees.’” Hazlitt, on the contrary, has 
ns us one of the best and most 
gestive estimates: “The best. anti- 
do I can recommend ... against 
the disheartening effect of such writ- 
ings as those of Rochefoucault, 
Mandeville, and others, will be to 
look at the pictures of Raphael aad 
Correggio. You need not be oth 
gether ashamed ... of belonging to 
a species which could — ome | oon 
faces as these.” 


Gray 
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could wedge in between the covers 
of a 300-page volume the whole 
story of Greek civilization and sup- 
plement it with a study of its “bear- 
ing” on the culture of today. 

So the reader who wishes to know 
what we of today have acquired 
from ancient Greece is more or leas 
left to find out for himself by read- 
ing through the book. He will find it 
a very pleasant and no means 
arduous experience, for M. Croiset 
is so thorough a student of the Hel- 
ienic civilization that ois brief, 
simply-worded paragraphs contain 
each a mine of the choicest infor- 
mation. < 


The Democratic Experiment 


Generally speaking, traces of Hel- 
lenic culture in modern America do 
not lie on the surface. American jaws. 
and political system, the genius for 
organization, for bulk production, as 
well as the strongly marked grega- 
rious and imitative tendencies, are 
allied, not to Greece, but to Rome. 
The problems of ancient Rome were 
similar to those of the empires and 
federations of today, and she de- 
voted her genious to evolving the 
political and economic machinery for 
maintaining a vast empire. On the 
other hand, Athens, the seat, and 
practically the extent, of Hellenic 
civilization so called, was merely a 
small city-state. — 

Athens, indeed, made the first 
great experiment in democracy, 
choosing her Officials by lot from 
among the whole citizenry and al- 
lowing all free men to attend the 
Assembly to pass upon foreign and 
domestic policy. But the Athenian 
democracy, ~ perfect in theory, de- 
veloped imperfections in practice. 
The men of Athens, though quick to 
understand a situation and form a 


he humbler ranks, poorly educated, 
and proved so Hable to be swayed by 
emotions and other incalculable in- 
fluences that any continuity of policy 
became impossible. Under the wise 
and prolonged domination of that re- | 
Mmarkable statesman and orator, 
Pericles, the defect was not serious. 
But during the 28 years’ war with 
Sparta, foreign policy became so uh- 
steady. and the Management of ad- 
ministration offices so unreliable that | 
the downfall of Greece was: practi- 
cally assured. 

Politically, therefore: the example. 
of f Greece hes few followers. Amer-. 
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iginality, freedom of thought, and 
above all, taste for beauty in all its 
forms may sparkle in the recesses 
of America’s busy world, will recall 


those qualities so abundantly pos- 


sessed by the Hellenic people in the 
glorious period of the fifth and 
fourth centuries B. C. Hellenic in- 
fluer are Jess tangible than those 
of Rome.

Handy cid Well Arranged, 
In this handy, well-arranged vol- 
ume M,. Croiset reviews the art, 
politics,’ philosophy, discoveries and 


social customs of the Greeks from 
the first formation of the states in 
the eighth century, through the Per- 
sian and Péloponnesian wars, to the 
subjugation by Philip of Macedon 
and the final disappearance of Hel- 
lenic civilization as a separate ex- 
istence on the establishment of the 
Roman Empire. Within the limits at 
his disposal he indicates the ideals 
underlying the great works of art,
